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COMMENTS 
Cash: 


All receipts as recorded were found to have been properly 
accounted for and deposited in the bank currently as summarized 
on Exhibit B. 


Expenditures were made by check from warrants drawn by 
the Selectmen, as summarized on Exhibits B and D. 


The cash balance reconciled with the bank statement at the 
close of the municipal year as per detail on Schedule 1. 


Taxes—Property and Poll: 


The 1942 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the records of the Assessors. The total commitment was 
accounted for by cash and authorized abatements or was still 
unpaid. 


According to the records, payments received and abatements 
made on prior years’ taxes appear to have been credited against 
the proper balances. Schedule 2 summarizes all unpaid taxes for 
various years, with supporting detail on Schedule 2-a. 


Excise Tax: 


Excise taxes were checked from the triplicate copies of the 
receipts and the amounts specified had been deposited with the 
Treasurer as shown on Exhibit B. The receipts and disposition 
of same are as follows:

At present there are ten students attending high school from 
this town. One or two of this number will graduate this year. In 
most cases the rank has been very good. It is to be regretted that 
some of our young people waste their time in high school. No 
direct results are achieved, but the town must bear the expense 
of their tuition, unless they are turned down by the officials of 
the school where they attend. 


The members of the School Committee have already been 
notified that on July first, of this year, the town of Searsmont 
will be united with the Liberty Union. The election of a super- 
intendent will probably take place in May. | 


I appreciate the support given me by the Committee and 
Citizens. I also wish to thank the teachers for their cooperation 
and support.

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COMMENTS 


Cash 

All receipts as recorded were found to have been properly 
accounted for and the cash for same deposited in the bank cur- 
rently, as summarized on Exhibit B. 


Expenditures were made by check from warrants drawn by 
the Selectmen, as summarized on Exhibits B and D. 


The cash balance reconciled with the bank statement at the 
close of the municipal year as per detail shown on Schedule 1. 


Taxes—Property and Poll 

The 1943 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the records of the Assessors. The total commitment was 
accounted for by cash, abatements and discounts or was still 
unpaid as summarized on Schedule 2. 


According to the records, payments received and abatements 
made during the year on prior years’ unpaid taxes were credited 
against the proper items. Two overpayments made by the col- 
lector were discovered in the 1942 tax account. The unpaid prior 
years’ taxes are also summarized on Schedule 2, with the sup- 
porting detail for all years being shown on Schedule 2-a. 


All recorded receipts during the year on tax liens were found 
to have been applied against the proper items. The uncollected 
liens on hand are summarized on Schedule 3, with supporting 
detail being shown on Schedule 3-a. 


The cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 85.8%; 
while all taxes collected during 1943, both current and prior, a- 
mounted to 104.3%, both as against the current commitment. 


Excise Tax: 

The excise taxes were checked from the copies of the receipts 
and the amounts specified had been deposited with the Treasurer 
as shown on Exhibit B. The receipts and disposition of same 
follows: 
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1943 Year—Receipts No. 17 to 168 $387.60 
1944 Year—Receipts No. 1 to 20 52.80 


Transferred to Net Surplus (Exhibit E) $440.40 


Notes Payable 
Payment of $750 was made on the outstanding note from the 
appropriation made at town meeting. 


Net Surplus 

Reference to Exhibit A indicates that as of the close of the 
municipal year, there was a Net Surplus in the amount of $3,510.91 
as compared with a Net Surplus of $2,825.33 shown a year pre- 
vious. This represents a beneficial change of $685.58, analysis of 
which is shown on Exhibit E of this report. 


General 

The records of the Selectmen were found to be in very good 
condition. Our test check of.paid invoices and payrolls indicated 
they were proper charges and correctly recorded. 


The Withholding Tax records were examined and appeared 
to be in a satisfactory condition. Checks are drawn for each de- 
duction and turned over periodically to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. All checks not mailed at the time of closing the books 
are shown as outstanding. 


The records of dog licenses issued by your Town Clerk showed 
collection in the amount of $96.80, which sum was paid the State 
Treasurer. 


Unpaid bills amounting to approximately $2,000.00 were 
found in the Snow Removal Account but due to the fact that an 
appropriation of $2,000.00 has been made at 1944 town meeting 
to take care of these bills, they were not set up as accounts payable. 
(See footnote on Exhibit A). 


With the exception of cash, no external verification was made 
of your asset and liability accounts.

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Hot Lunches: 


This year we are again having an excellent hot lunch program. 
Nineteen schools in my union are serving about 500 hot lunches 
daily. To help in this program the government is paying about 
$20.00 daily. This is the fourth year the Liberty Farm Bureau has 
helped with the lunch program at the Walker Building. It is the 
fourth year the Community Club has helped in Appleton Village. 
And this year the Health Club in Searsmont has assisted with the 
program in Searsmont Village. In many smaller schools indivi- 
duals and clubs have helped in no small degree. 


All who have helped in this program deserve a lot of praise 
and I wish to express a personal thanks to each and every one. 


Teacher Situation: 


From a state wide survey, it was found that there was about 
a 16 per cent turnover of teachers in 1943-44 and also about the 
same turnover in 1944-45; thus in the state about one third of 
our teachers are new in their positions. In this school union 17 
of the 30 teachers are new in their present positions. Some have 
taught in schools near by, but have changed to save conveyance to 
schools farther away. 


We now have two teachers who have been issued permits, 
three have received sanctions—that is they may teach in a posi- 
tion as a substitute until a certified teacher may be obtained and 
an application has been made for a fourth sanction. 


It is the opinion of many leaders that substantial pay in- 
creases would save our school system from disaster. Your governor 
has asked that $900.00 be made a minimum salary, but is far be- 
low the average and is about the lowest paid at the present time. 
Many organized groups in the state are asking that $1000.00 be 
made a minimum salary. 
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If we are to encourage those who will make superior or even. 
good teachers to go to teacher training institutions, we must pay 
at least half the salary now paid to industrial workers. In 1938 
the average salary of teachers in the country was $1375.00 and the 
average of industrial workers was $1250.00. In 1944 the average 
salary of teachers was $1625.00 while industrial workers wages had 
soared to $2500.00. 


There are 11 states that pay less to educate their children 
than Maine, while there are 24 states less able to support educa- 
tion. 


I wish we might reelect all of our teachers with none below 
$1000.00 before legislature acts on a bill to set a minimum. 


Post War Planning 


Many groups are organized and are being organized to plan 
for post war construction to avoid the possibility of millions 
unemployed and the reinstitution of bread lines after this war is 
over. Pressure groups are already getting funds appropriated 
for special post war projects. Highway groups not only have the 
gas tax, but want several millions of the states reserve, institu- 
tions want other millions set aside for their improvement, and 
education the most important should have its millions. Legisla- 
ture will probably appropriate $2,000,000 which will be matched 
eventually with $4,000,000 from the United States Government to 
make an $8,000,000 building program with the contributions from | 
towns and cities in the state. 


Towns and groups of towns that are organized and ready will 
be the ones that will benefit not only in providing work for those 
returning, but also in improving roads and buildings. In my union 
of towns there are many miles of roads to be improved, and to 
make a good school system there should be one large central high 
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school owned and operated by several towns, a consolidated 
elementary school in Palermo, an elementary school in Washing- 
-ton, a building remodeled in Appleton, and possibly a new or 
remodeled building in Searsmont and Knox. 


To accomplish any part of the above plan, each town should 
select a Post War Planning Committee to work independently and 
collectively, and should raise or appropriate $1,000.00 annually 
for a post war program. 


Educational: 


The State Department of Education for several years felt 
a need for the revision of the state course of study, and as the 
most progressive and recent trend has been toward a program of 
functional units the services of Dr. Burton from. Harvard, an 


expert on the subject, was employed by the state department to 
aid in the revision. 


Last summer two teachers from this union attended a work- 
shop which dealt with the subject of the unit method of instruction 
at the University of Maine. Those teachers have taken the lead 
in helping other teachers to become familiar with the new type 
teaching procedure. If you hear considerable about, ‘The In- 
dustrial Revolution”, “Indians”, ‘““The Farm’, ‘Eskimos’, or 
“Animals” it is the result of our beginnings with new methods of 
teaching and a reorganization of materials.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


We are now in the fourth year of a world-wide conflict-a 
conflict which means the loss of lives and of health to many of our ~ 
loved ones. When we hear the appeal over the radio for more 
nurses to look after the youth of our country who, if not receiving 
nursing care, may pay the supreme sacrifice that we may continue 
to live in a democratic country, we feel very fortunate, indeed, that 
we are able to submit to you such a good report of the Public 
Health Nursing Service rendered to your town during the year 
1944. 


The following is a brief summary of the accomplishments of 
the Public Health Nurse for the year 1944. 


34 visits have been made to the town during the year. While 
in the community the nurse made 23 visits to expectant mothers; 
58 to mothers of infants; 44 to mothers of prescom! children; 
and 4 to children with crippling conditions. 


During the year a vaccination and toxoid clinic was held in 
the school at which 5 children were vaccinated and 17 protected 
against diphtheria. 30 were given the audiometer hearing test, and 
29 children were given the tuberculin patch test. Much credit is 
due the Superintendent of schools, teachers, mothers and Health 
Council for such a worthy project as the hot lunch program. — 

2 Child Health Conferences have been held. 22 infants and 
preschool children attended. 9 were protected against diphtheria 
and 1 against small pox. 


At this time the Public Health Nurse wishes to thank the — 
officials of the Town, Superintendent of schools, teachers and 
members of the Health Council for their co-operation cu the 
year.

Dear Mr. Drinkwater: 

We wish to submit the following report on the white pine 
blister rust control work conducted in Searsmont in 1944. As 
you know, blister rust control is conducted under a cooperative 
agreement between the Federal Government and the Maine 
Forest Service, in which they cooperate with towns and pine 
owners. 

As stated in our report for 1943, our records show that there 
are around 1,600 acres of lands bearing pine in sufficient quantity 
in Searsmont to warrant blister rust control measures, and that 
in order to protect this amount of pine, around 7,000 acres would 
need to be examined. During the past two years, real progress 
has been made in our control work, and we are pleased to be able 
to report that in 1944, in spite of adverse labor conditions, nearly 
1,000 acres were crew worked, from which 14,750 wild Ribes, (cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes) the alternate host plants of the 
disease, were destroyed, at a cost of $678.33 (Town $195.92, and 
Fed. Gov. $482.41). You may need these figures for your town 
report. 

As there are several thousand acres still needing protection, 
we trust that the town will see fit to make a similar appropriation 
in 1945. Any town funds made available will be supplemented by 
State and or Federal funds on at least a dollar for dollar basis. 

Our Federal Agent, H. G. Bradbury, of Belfast, who has 
direct supervision of the work in your town, will callon you in the 
near future to discuss work plans for 1945.
